The bond issue carries an annual 


rental of $44,600, about $10,000 lower 
than some estimates before the 
bids for construction contracts were 
opened last month. ' 


Paid Off By 1990 


The bond issue will run for just 


under 32 years and the last bond 
will be paid off by January 1, 19SO, 
but under special provisions could 
be paid off by 1985. A much longer 
period of time had previously been 
thought necessary on the basis of 
some estimates. 


The net interest rate of 3.6595 per 


cent, which is also lower than 
some earlier estimates that had 
ranged as high as four per cent. 
The interest rates on various blocks 
of the issue range from 2.75 to 
3.75 per cent. 


In addition to the annual rental 


of $44,600 to be paid by the dis- 
tricts in the joint school system 
each November 15, an initial pay- 
ment of 525,600 is provided for 
about April 1. 


Bidding Was Close

NOT JUSTIFIED

NEW YORK (ffi — Some indus- 


tries, .specializing in planned ob- 
solescence are 'among those hav- 
ing the most trouble today. 


Planned obsolescence means de- 


liberately bringing out a product 
aimed at malting last year's model 
appear out of date. By lepeating 
this each year sales volume tends 
to rise. Advocates of planned ob- 
solescence say it is basic to mod- 
ern American economy. 


Technical obsolescence is anoth- 


er matter. This comei from new 
products tha-t out-date the old 
thiough superiority but have a 
long life expectancy of their own. 
Walter Dorwm Teague, noted de- 
signer, says technical 
advances 


come &o fast purely artificial ob- 
solescence is unjustified. 


Wastes Resources 


He and o t h e r opponents of 


p l a n n e d obsolescence say it 
wastes resources and talents, and 
that people are getting too wise to 
fall for it 


Probably the oldest example of 


planned obsolescence is in wom- 
en's fashions. 


Detroit often is accused of bring- 


ing out a flashy new model auto- 
mobile one year, trying to make 
next year's appear different with- 
out too much costly retooling, and 
then concentrating on the third 
year's model to make the preced- 
ing two look terribly out of date. 


Want To Make Money 


Household 
appliances 
h a v e 


taken the same tack of late in an 
effort to get the housewife dis- 
satisfied with the gadgets in her 
kitchen 


Tins also often is tried in office 


furniture and equipment. 


The reason manufacturers and 


designers do this is entirely under- 
standable: they want to make 
money. 
In 
America i/hat's no 


crime. 


But Teague questions the sense 


of the nation using an enormous 
amount of capital reserves and 
engineering talent in obsolescece 
merchandizing drives while com- 
plaining of a dearth of funds and 
skills for a needed defense pro- 
gram. 


Advocates Principles 


Teague advocates these princi- 


ples: the product should be bet- 
ter because of its design; it must 
be more convenient to use. it 
should be more economical all 
around, and 't ought to be beauti- 
ful and gratifying

If less than 3,500 pigs 
are, offered for sale, the sale will 
ast just the one day. If more than 
3,500 pigs are offered, 2,500 will be 
sold the first day, May 20, and the 
remainder at a sale to held within 
a week after the first sale.

60 to 80 rounds on the day of sale, 
but swine will be accepted if they 
weigh at least 35 pounds and not 
more than 125 pounds. All male 
pigs must have been castrated and 
completely healed by day of sale 
and all must be weaned at least 
seven days prior to the sale.

The county board asked the state 


council to expedidite the matter and 
urged approval of the merger. 


Discussion among the members of 


the county board indicated that the 
Upper Adams system will receive 
approximately 
$12,000 
additional 


each year from the state if the 
voters approve the merger plan. 


The discussion also disclosed that 


if the state gives its approval and 
the voters vote for the merger it 
will take place in July 19^9. 


Under the state law the present 


30 school directors, five in each 
township, will serve out their terms, 
even if the merger plan goes into 
effect. As their terms expire the 
men will not be replaced. Eventually 
there will be one director from each 
of the districts and one member-at- 
large, making a total of seven di- 
rectors for the merged district in- 
stead of the present 30. 


Other Changes July 1 


The county board estimated it 


would be about five years before 
the board is reduced to seven. Ac- 
tually, they pointed out, the six 
directors, one from each district, to 
be elected nest year will be the first 
six members of the eventual seven 
man board because 
then- terms 


v.-ould expire after the others. 


Bookkeeping changes would be

Both sides apparently have been 


disappointed by developments in 
Medan, which went over to the 
rebels nine days ago after the 
town garrison mutinied, then was 
recaptured by the loyalists. 


The outbreak in Medan cost 


Jakarta money, time and troops 
which could have been used to in- 
vade rebel hotbeds in Central Su- 
matra. Many of the loyalists are 
stiU tied up at Medan. 


Better Than None 


For the rebels, any civil war 


was better than none, but they had 
loped to take over all North Su- 
matra. It would have been a tre- 
mendous advantage in their cam- 
paign to force changes in the cen- 
tral government. 


As the situation now stands, 


the front lines extend beyond the 
resort town of Prapat on Lake 
Toba south of Medan. The loyal- 
ists took over that rebel strong- 
hold last week and moved in with 
artillery. 


The loyalist commander said, 


however, he did not plan to move 
southward into pro-rebel Tapanuli 
province at this tune.

John Cheever, National Book 
Award Winner, Tells His Story

AF Arts Editor 


NEW YORK (/P) — Most of the, 


novelists I interview started out in 
life, they obligingly Inform me, the 
hard way: Peddled papers, shined 
shoes, 
washed 
dishes, 
shoveled 


ashes, laid bricks, drove a truck, 
swabbed decks and hoe,d potatoes 
until — at last — the book was 
sold, fame and fortune won. 


Now I've met a story-teller who 


has never been anything else but: 
John 
Cheever, ' winner 
of the 


National Book Award with "The 
Wapshot Chronicle." 


In fact Cheever, now nearing his 


mld-40s. was in a certain seme a 
•writer almost before he could write; 
and what's more, he had an enthu- 
siastic, devoted audience that simply 
couldn't get enough of him. 


Made Up Stories In Class 


"When I was in 6th and 7th 


grade," he explained, "I used to 
make up stories in class. I told 
about exploring , voyages, or 'My 
Trip To The North Pole,' that sort 
of thing. Sometimes the teacher 
asked me to, sometimes I suggested 
it, but it was generally on the 
understanding that the class would 
behave while I was at it. 


"Naturally the class behaved. The 


longer I could stretch out a story, 
the more reading and writing and 
'rithmetic lessons we all got out of." 


It was a kind of Scheherazade and 


the Sultan on a less deadly level; 
.nobody would cut off Cheever's head 
* he ran dry, but he and his class- 
mates would have to go back to 
work. 


A man with this training in ram- 


bling on and on was easy to inter- 
view, ad he raced on with his story 
to me: 


Soon Wrote Verse Plays 


"I soon was writing, actually writ- 


ing, verse plays and other ambitious 
things. Then in prep school, where 
I was undoubtedly an intractable 
student, after lasting four years and 
having only one more to go, I was 
expelled. 


"At once I wrote a story, 'Expelled,' 


and sold it to The New Republic 
magazine for $86." 


"How 
long did you have to wait 


before 
you 
earned 
that much 


again?" I 
asked, expecting the 


answer would be a decade or two. 


On the contrary, he promptly soil 


stories to Hound and Horn, the 
Yale Review, the Atlantic and other 
publications while still in his teens. 


He has been at it ever since. He 


figures he has done about 100 short 
stories, or an average of perhaps 
four a year. Lately they have all 
appeared in The New Yorker, and 
several of them formed chapters in 
the prize Winning "Wapshot Chron- 
icle," his first novel. He lives in a 
New York suburb, has a wife and 
three children, is a member of the 
local volunteer fire department, and 
does his writ.ing in an office all his 
own in Ossining, almost in the 
shadow of Sing Sing prison. 


Received Plaque And 51,000 


"It's 
ATI office without a tele- 


phone," he said. And in his accept- 
ance speech at the National Book 
Awards ceremony, where he received 
a plaque and Sl.OOO, he said of writ- 
ing: 


"It is a task that depends on 


solitude. . . . The writer asks people 
to be quiet, to be left alone, not to 
be called to the telephone." 


Of the general position of the 


novelist in America today, he said 
that he "benefits, I think, from the 
versatility and power of his ian- 
guage, from the breadth of his land- 
scape, from the company of many 
brilliant, gifted and adventurous 
colleagues and from a group of 
readers who, beset with an unprec- 
edented variety of diversions, con- 
tinue to read with great taste and 
intelligence." 


He uttered one emphatic warning 


during my talk with him: 


Won't Hide Names 


"People should stop confusing auto- 


biography and novels. My new book 
is laid in St. Botolphs, and that is 
not in any way to be regarded as 
Quincy, Mass., the town in which I 
was born. If I wanted to write about 
my Aunt Annie, I'd do it, I wouldn't 
hide her under some other name. 
In labeling novels autobiographical, 
people belittle them. 


"To be sure, the young writer 


inclines to be autobiographical and," 
he added, "libelous. He has been 
divorced, he writes about divorce; 
he has been to Burma, he writes 
about Burma. The older he gets, the 
broader the experiences he writes 
from. The thing I overheard 30 
years ago, and the thing T overheard 
yesterday somehow combine to form 
still a third, non-autobiographical 
thing in the book." 


Cheever has been represented in 


hard covers before by two collections 
of short stories, "The Way Some 
People Live" and "The Enormous 
Radio." He waited this long to do a 
novel, he said, because the piece- 
meal writing of short stories seemed 
to him, up to now, to reflect accu- 
rately the discontinuity of life; but 
at las^ he finds something more 
sustained. It's also true, he regret- 
fully pointed out, that short stories 
month after month do bring in 
fresh money, but a novel is a risky 
long-term commitment — he spent 
six years on his.

\ LEARNER PERMITS 


OPPOSITION TO 
TAX CUT BUILDS 
IN GOP COUNCILS 


WASHINGTON tfP) — Secretary 


of the Treasury Anderson has In- 
dicated 
to leading member* of 


Congress tha,t opposition to a tax 
cut Is Increasing within the Elsen- 
iower administration councils. 


Anderson is reported to have 


told Influential Democrats and Re- 
publicans Vice President Nixon did 
not speak for the administration 
when he said last week It would be 
"good Republican philosophy" to 
reduce taxes if the business reces- 
sion continues. 


Nixon conceded at the time no 


final decision is likely to be made 
by President Eisenhower until all 
the economic figures for March 
are available, sometime around 
mid-April. But he said if those 
figures' are disappointing, he be- 
iieves a tax reduction oifers the 
best chance of promoting a quick 
upturn. 


However, Anderson was quoted 


as telling members of Congress 
in private conferences he believes 
a tax reduction would not be near- 
ly as effective as Nixon predicts. 


Anderson was represented 
as 


believing a stepup in public works 
and military spending already is 
beginning to show some results!. 


Anderson's optimism apparently 


is based on indications that indi- 
vidual income tax receipts are 
holding up better than had been 
expected with more than five mil- 
lion persons unemployed. 


Treasury experts give some of 


the credit to this to overtime work 
ordered on military^projects by 
Secretary of Defense McElroy at 
about the time the Senate Pre- 
paredness subcommittee began its 
investigation of the defense setup 
last fall. 


Democratic congressional 
lead- 


ers have been operating under 
an informal agreement with An- 
derson 
that neither 
party will 


spring a surprise "quickie" tax 
cut proposal on the other. 


While no tax action is likely 


before an April 3 Easter recess, 
Democratic congressional leaders 
may be hard put to restrain their 
members after the holiday break 
if the folks at home want a tax 
cut as much as many of their 
representatives and senators now 
believe. 


Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn) called 


in the Senate for an immediate 
tax cut. He said Nixon seemed to 
have lost some of his "ardor" for 
such reductions. 


Humphrey named no figure but 


the AFL-CIO Executive Commit- 
tee proposed reductions of from 
six to eight billion dollars, the 
bulk to go to individuals with less 
than 55,000 taxable income. 


The labor group also urged cut 


in excise taxes on electrical ap- 
pliances, automobiles and trans- 
portation. It said small business 
also should get some benefits. 


In a Baltimore speech, Presi- 


dent Milton C. Lightner of the 
National Assn. of Manufacturers 
reiterated that group's call for a 
tax cut. Lightner said a "top to 
bottom" tax cut for both indivic' 
uals and corporations is £be best 
way to strengthen the 
national 


economy.

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John Cheever, National Book OPPOSITION TO 
Award Winner, Tells His Story

NEW YORK (A*) — Most of the 
novelists I interview .started out in 
life, they obligingly inform me, the 
hard way: Peddled papers, shined 
shoes, 
washed dishes, shoveled 
ashes, laid bricks, drove a truck, 
swabbed decks and hoed potatoes 
until — at last — the book was 
sold, fame and fortune won. 
Now I’ve met a story-teller who 
has never been anything else but: 
John 
Cheever, winner 
of the 
National Book Award with ‘Tile 
Wapshot Chronicle.” 
In fact Cheever, now nearing his 
mid-40s. was in a certain sense a 
writer almost before he could write; 
and what’s more, he had an enthu­ 
siastic. devoted audience that simply 
couldn’t get enough of him. 
Made Up Stories In ('lass 
“When I was in 6th and 7th 
grade,” he explained, "I used to 
make 
up stories in class. I told 
about exploring .voyages, or ’My 
Trip To The North Pole,’ that sort 
of thing. Sometimes the teacher 
asked me to, sometimes I suggested 
It, but it was generally on the 
understanding that the class would 
behave while I was at it. 
•‘Naturally the class behaved. The 
longer T could stretch out a story, 
the more reading and writing and 
Yithmetic lessons we all got out of.” 
It was a kind of Scheherazade and 
the Sultan on a less deadly level; 
nobody would cut off Cheever s head 
lf he ran drv, but he and his class­ 
mates would ha\e to go back to 
work 
A man with this training in ram­ 
bling on and on was easy to inter­ 
view, ad he raced on with his story 
to me: 
Soon Wrote Verse Plays 
“I soon was writing, actually writ­ 
ing. verse plays and other ambitious 
things. Then iii prep school, where 
I was undoubtedly an intractable 
student, after lasting four years and 
having only one more to go, I was 
expelled. 
‘ At once I wrote a story, ‘Expelled.’ 
and sold it to The New Republic 
magazine for $86.” 
•‘How long did you have to wait j 
before 
you 
earned 
that 
much 
again?” 
I 
asked, 
expecting 
the 
answer would be a decade or two. 
On the contrary, he promptly soil1 
stories to Hound and Horn, the 
Yale Review, the Atlantic and other 
publications while still in his teens. 
He has been at it ever since. He 
figures he has done about IOO short 
stories, or an average of perhaps 
four a year. Lately they have all 
appeared in The New Yorker, and 
several of them formed chapters in 
the prize winning “Wapsliot Chron­ 
icle,” his first novel, He lives in a 


solitude. . . . The writer asks people 
to be quiet, to be left alone, not to 
be called to the telephone.” 
Of the general position of the 
novelist In Ameiica today, he said 
that he “benefits. I think, from the 
versatility and power of his ian- 
guage, from the breadth of his land­ 
scape, from the company of many 
brilliant, gifted 
and 
adventurous 
colleagues and from a group of 
readers who. beset with an unprec­ 
edented variety of diversions, con­ 
tinue to read with great taste and 
intelligence.” 
He uttered one emphatic warning 
during my talk with him: 
Won’t Hide Names 
“People should stop confusing auto­ 
biography and novels. My new book 
is laid in 8t. Botolphs, and that is 
not in any way to be regarded as 
Quincy. Mass., the town in which I 
was born. If I wanted to write about 
my Aunt Annie. I d do It. I wouldn't 
hide her under some other name. 
In labeling novels autobiographical, 
people belittle them. 
“To be sure, the young writer 
inclines to be autobiographical and.” 
he added, “libelous. He has been 
divorced, he writes about divorce; 
he has been to Burma, he writes 
about Burma. The older he gets, the 
broader the experiences he writes 
from. The thing I overheard 30 
years ago, and the thing T overheard 
yesterday somehow combine to form 
still a third, non-autobiographical 
thing in the book ” 
Cheever has been represented in 
hard covers before by two collections 
of short stories.

taria recommended itself by an- 
other important consideration. It 
was near New Orleans, the mart 
of the growing Mississippi valley, 
and many lakes and bayous af- 
forded easy water communication. 


For several years after taking 


up their residence in New Orleans 
there 
was 
nothing 
particularly 


spectacular about the activities of 
the 
Lafitte brothers. The 'elder 


brother apparently had been a 
sea-faring man, and was in every 
way more retiring than Jean; but 
beyond doubt both men were above 
the occupation with which they be- 
gan life in Louisiana — of all 
things, that of blacksmithtog! The 
forge 'which they established in 
New Orleans proper was doubt- 
less a "blind" and headquarters 
for more profitable operations as 
neither of the Lafittes was ever 
known to do any sort of black- 
smithing. None but slaves swung 
a sledge or shaped a horseshoe. 
Moreover the elder Lafitte, Pierre, 
suffered a stroke in 1812 which 
curtailed his participation in Jean's 
various projects. 


On 1811 the Lafitte brothers were 


approached by a deputation repre- 
senting the Barataria privateers 
They were sadly in need of a lead- 
er, one who could weld a hetero- 
geneous collection of outlaws — 
men of many races, tongues, and 
principles; whites, blacks, and half 
and half, as to color — into one 
resolute association. 


Jean Became Leader 


The younger Lafitte, Jean, was 


invited to lead them and he ac- 
cepted. He won instant favor with 
the rough, tough element who skip- 
pered the swift-sailing privateers. 
He arranged matters so that all 
were accredited to France through 
Letters of Marque, and thus could 
legally prey on all Spanish craft 
in the gulf. He found ways to 
dispose of, at a good price, all 
the contra-hand goods they brought 
into the harbor. In addition Jean, 
through his connections, could get 
crew members out of trouble in 
New Orleans with neatness and 
dispatch. He knew whose palms 
to grease; and when the privateers 


quarrelled among themselves ap- 
peal usually was made to Lafitte 
and he was soon looked upon as a 
modern Solomon. 


While the Baratarian Commune 


was 
flourishing 
under 
Jean 


Lafitte's 
leadership, 
and 
Jean, 


when not in New Orleans, was liv- 
ing on Grand Terre where he had 
built himself the largest house on 
the island, furnished with fine car- 
pets, silver and glassware, which 
were the booty of Spanish ships. 
a needless war between the United 
States and England was in the 
making. 


Louisiana Purchase 


In 
1803 
under 
Jefferson's 


administration occurred the histor- 
ic Louisiana Purchase. This vast 
region was bought from France 
for 
$27,267,622. Out of it 
were 


carved Louisiana, Missouri, Iowa, 
Arkansas, 
Minnesota, North and 


South Dakota, and Nebraska and 
Oklahoma, in their entirety; and 
most of Kansas, Colorado, Wyo- 
ming and Montana. The gain of so 
vast a territory made it possible 
for the United Stages to hold a 
more independent 
and 
dignified 


position as a nation; it gave the 
New Republic a grand basis for 
material greatness, assured its 
dominance in North America, and 
afforded the opportunity for a mag- 
nificent experiment in expansion 
and colonization. In fact, from the 
standpoint of its influence on the 
history of the United States the 
Louisiana Purchase is the most 
important event that has taken

Claiborne Named Governor 


At first Louisiana had a terri- 


torial form of government. Jeffer- 
son was President of the United 
States and he appointed William 
C. C. Claiborne governor of the 
territory. Claiborne was a Virgin- 
ian, a lawyer by profession, and 
a United States senator after serv- 
ing as governor of the new State 
of Louisiana. 


James M a d i s o n , Jefferson's 


friend and disciple, succeeded him 
as President on March 4, 1809, and streams, 
and inherited all the asinine dif- 
ferences that were leading to war 
with England. To conserve space 
we shall mention but one of the 
grievances of the United States 
against England — the one gener- 
ally given in the school books as 
the cause of She War of 1812-14 — 
THE IMPRESSMENT OF AMER- 
ICAN SEAMEN. 


England's war with Prance had 


crippled English sea trade. Amer- 
ica as a neutral sent her shdps e(j 
here, there, and everywhere. We 
traded impartially with both Eng- 
land and France. Neither of the 
belligerents liked it, but the Eng- basin/ 
lish developed a special grievance 
of their own. Under existing naval 
conditions the plight of ordinary 
British seamen was wretched — ^ 
brutal officers, 
poor 
food, 
and 


crowded quarters. Thousands of 
them deserted, and many of them 
got jobs on American vessels with 
better food and pay. 


Searched For Deserters 


England, hard pressed and need- 


ing every man she could get, in- 
structed the captains of her war 
ships to hold up American vessels 
and 
search 
them 
for 
desert- 


ers. Such right of search was 
well founded in international rules 
of the sea. There could be no com- 
plaint about that, but it vas as- 
serted by the anti-British Party 
that the Bntish showed little or j 
no discrimination in taking men j 
off our vesselF.

DENVER W) — U. S. Bureau of 


Reclamation scientists believe they 
are well on the way to a solution 
of one of the West's most heart- 
breaking water problems. 


The problem is the fantastically 


fast rate the region's lifeblood of 
stored water disappears in evapo- 
ration. 


For instance Lake Mead, the 


great 
reservoir 
backed 
up by 


Hoover Dam, gives up an estimated 
635 acre-feet of water dally. An 
acre-foot is an acre of water one 
foot deep — enough to support an 
entire family for a year. 


Every body of water, large or 


small, is constantly losing a propor- 
tionate amount of precious moisture 
to a thieving atmosphere. 


Chemical Layer On Water 


Without a remedy for this loss, 


or a sharp upturn in water supply, 
scientists fear many millions of 
future Americans will be unable 
to live in some water-short areas. 
Potential industry will go unde- 
veloped, and perhaps even present 
industry will die. 


The new and promising solution 


to the evaporation problem lies 
in the application of a chemical 
layer across a reservoir surface, 
creating a film that insulates the 
water from the dry air and pre- 
vents the atmosphere from sucking 
moisture from the lake. 


The wax-like chemical compound 


which performs this trick is called 
hexadecanol and is used in many 
cosmetics. Its molecules are so 
tiny that the film can't be seen. 
But its molecules quickly line up 


Water Department. Water sources 
and storage are Denver's most vex- 
ing problem. 


"We've been waiting for some- 


thing like this for many years,"

area," Dexheimer said. "If the treat- 
ment with hexadecanol can be made 
even 20 per cent effective, at low 
cost, the water saving would be 
tremendous."

laboratory tests of the effect of 
hexadecanol on fish, ducks, sea 
plants and 
micro-organisms in 


Rattlesnake Reservoir near Love- 
land say they have found no signs 
of harm. 


$6 Million Spent 


Earlier experiments at Kids Lake 


near Oklahoma City, Okla., indi- 
cated the chemical produces no 
known effect on human or aquatic 
life. 


Six million dollars has been spent 


on the Rattlesnake Reservoir tests 
alone. Once they are concluded, if 
results continue satisfactory, inten- 
sive additional tests are planned at 
Lake Hefner in Oklahoma. 


The cost of the chemical remains

IS MAJOR STEP 
SAYS SEN, GORE 


WASHINGTON W — Sen. Gore 


(D-Tenn) said today the highway 
construction speed-up bill now be- 
fore the Senate will constitute "a 
major step toward putting Amer- 
ica back to work." 


But he added hi a prepared Sen- 


ate speech that the immediate 
economic benefit he said it will 
provide is not the only reason for ' 
its enactment. 


"This is a bill for the building 


of roads," he said. "The funds 
authorized in this bill are a sound 
investment in the future of Amer- 
ica—an investment which will pay 
ever-increasing dividends in the 
years ahead." 


Steps Up Program 


By increasing and advancing al- 


lotments, 
the bill would make 


available to the states this year 
1% billion dollars more in federal" 
funds than presently programed. 


Gore, chief sponsor of the legis- 


lation, said this would result in a 
$5,400,000,000 highway construction 
program this year, including the. 
matching state funds. 


He said one new feature of the 


bill could mean that dirt would be 
flying 60 days after its enactment.

SAYS SEN. GORE 


WASHINGTON VB - Sen. Oore 
(D-Tenn) said today the highway 
construction speed-up bill now be­ 
fore the Senate w’ill constitute “a 
m ajor step tow ard putting Am er­ 
ica back to work. ’ 
But he added in a p repared Sen­

provide is not the only reason for

“This is a bill for the building 
of roads,” he said. 
“The funds 
authorized in this bill are a sound 
investm ent in the future of Amer­ 
ic a —an investm ent which will pay 
ever-increasm g 
dividends 
in the 
years ahead.” 
Step* Up Program 
By increasing and advancing al­ 
lotm ents. 
the 
bill 
would 
m ake 
available to the states this year 
14 billion dollars m ore in federal 
funds than presently program ed. 
Gore, chief sponsor of the legis­ 
lation, said this would result in a 


$ 5,400,000,000 highway construction 
program this year. Including the 
m atching state funds. 
He said one new feature of the 
bill could m ean th at d irt would be 
flying 60 days after its enactm ent. 
From 24 A'ears To IS 
This is a supplem entary allot­ 
m ent of 400 million dollars in fed­ 
eral money for the year ahead for 
the prim ary, secondary and urban 
road system s. This special fund 
would have to be m atched by the 
states only on a 70-30 basis, in­ 
stead of the usual 50-60, and the 
states could borrow from federal 
funds two thirds of the 30 per cent.

Eisenhower — because of a mile- 
stone passed 12 years ago — can 
use the government's resources in 
fighting the recession. Seem sim- 
ple and natural? It wasn't always. 


For most of American history 


there was argument over whether 
the government had responsibility 
for the general welfare. 
There 


still is. It's academic now. Con- 
gress made such responsibility the 
law of the land in 1946. 


The dispute over the two words 


"general welfare" goes right back 
to the shaping of the Constitution, 
where they appear twice, briefly 
in the preamble, and then this 
way in Section 8, Article 1: 


"The Congress shall have the 


power to lay and collect taxes. . . 
to pay the debts and provide for 
the common defense and general 
welfare of the 
United States." 


What "general welfare" meant 
wasn't explained. 


Philosophy Changes 


The whole philosophy about the 


welfare c l a u s e changed after 
President 
Roosevelt took 
office 


and Congress in 1933 passed the 
Federal Emergency Relief Act. 
which gave the states grants — 
not loans — for relief. 


Finally, in 1937 the Supreme 


Court ruled the government had 
responsibility for the general wel- 
fare when it approved the Social 
Security 
Act, 
which 
imposed 


taxes for unemployment insurance 
and old-age pensions. Justice Car- 
dozo. writing the opinion, upheld 
Hamilton over Madison and said: 
"The issue is closed." 


Not quite: although the court 


said the government could use tax 
money for the general welfare no 
future 
administration w a s re-
